A Sharp Reconnoissance Near Alexandria

CONSTANTINOPLE, August 15.—The Knhe- 
dive has summoned Nubar Pasha to Alexan- 
dria. 

THE CALIPHATE PROCLAIMED. 

ALEXANDRIA, August 15.—Natives from 
Kafr el Dwar report that Arabi Pasha on 
Sunday calied a meeting of the ulemas and 
obtained from them a fetiva deposing the 
Sultan and naming the Sheriff of Mecca as 
Caliph. Arabi, they also say, is organizing 
the Bedouins and has appointed commanders 
for these at Charkis and at Garbieh, in Up- 
per Egypt. _ 

ORDER IN SYRIA. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, August 15—The Porte 
has made the Governor of Syria responsible 
for the maintenance of order in that province, 
and has ordered the Chief of the Gendarmery to 
increase his force to such an extent as he may 
consider necessary. 

ALEXANDRIa, August 15.—Col. Gerard, of 
the mounted infautry, rode out before day- 
break to-day ona reconnoissance to within 
halfa mile of the enemy’s second line. The 
reconneitering party was pursuea by a body 
of horsemen, of whom it succeeded in kiiling 
several. Col. Gerard states that he accom- 
plished the object of the reconnoissance. 

THE KHEDIVE’S DECREES. 

ALFXANDRIA, August 15.—Two decrees of 
the Khedive were promulgated to-day. Oue 
authorizes the British Admiral and comman- 
ter of the force to oceupy such points on the 
Suez Isthmus as they consider useful for 
military operations against the rebels, and 
invitire the Egyptian authorities to acquaint 
the inbabitants, particularly the canal em- 
ployes, with the decree. The other author- 
izes the British authorities to prevent the 
importation of coal and munitions of war 
along the ceast between Alexandria and Port 
Said, and in the event of contravention of the 
order to seize the prohibited articles.

ALEXANDRIA, August 15.—The Khedive has 
appointed fifteen of his household officers to 
act as guards and interpreters to the advanc- 
ing English army. 

Arabi Pasha’s troops are unusually busy 
erecting earthworks beyond Mahalla Junc- 
tion. Several Abyssinian pumps have been 
sunk aboutthe English positions and found

CONSTANTINOPLE, August 15.—The irade 
declaring Arabi Pasha a rebel and authoriz- 
ing the Anglo-Turkish military convention is 
not yet sigued. 

The conference met at the residence of Said 
Pasha yesterday and discussed the question 
of the protection of the Suez@anal, but no 
decision wasreached. Itisunderstood a ma- 
jority of the Amassadors are in favor of 
bringing the conference toa close or adjourn- 
ing its sittings. 

El] Jawaib states that Arabi Pasha bas been 
made semi-officially acquainted with the rea- 
sons of the prociamation declaring him a reb- 
el.

RESTORING ORDER. 


How the British Disciplined the Alex- 


andrian Looters. 
Alexandria Letter to London Times. 
The organization of the Alexandrian police 


force and the remarkable changes which they 
effected in the town within the first week after 
the bombardment have been the subject of 
such general comment among English, Eu- 
ropeans and foreigners generally, they have 
done so much to raise our reputation as ad- 
ministrators, and they form so complete an 
answer to the charges of unnecessary severity | 
which have been brought against the author- 
ities that I think it shall be doing a service in 
explaining them with some detail. Immedi- 
ately on being intrusted with the preservation 
of order in the city of Alexandria, Lord 
Charlies Beresford landed with 140 men, in a 
city that was a mass of biazing ruins, and 
forthwith divided it into nine districts. 

| District 1, with its headquarters at the tri-

| bunal,was under Maj. French; district 2,with 
‘the Attarine Police Station as heaaquarters, 
was in the care of Maj. Farquharson; dis- 
trict Sincluded the Prussian hospital, and 
was undertaken by the Germans; district 4, 
the.Greek hospital and chuich, was assigned 
to the Greeks; district 5, with headquarters 
at the police station, Labban, went to Capt. 
Beresford; district 6, with headquarters at

née; district 8 was governed from the Cus- 

tom-house, and district 9 from the arsenal, 
under Lieut. Swanton. The last named dis- 
trict was also the general beadquarters, in 
a eenerel control of Lord Charies Beres- 
ord. 

The five names I have mentioned are all 
those of marine officers. At each of their 
stations sat a court, in Which they acted as 
juges instruction. All prisoners were 
brought to them and examined, depositions 
of Witnesses were carefully taken in writing, 
the offiver appending his opinien, and the 
prisoner was then taken to headquarters,and 
Lord Charles Beresford revieWed tbe evi- 
de personal'y. Ina matter of small im- 
portance he acquitted the man or awarded to 
himsome light punishment; but if a serious 
charge was brought he kept the prisoner to 
be tried by the court. 

The point to which I wish here to draw at- 
tention is this, that tbe full particulars of all 
those inquiries and trials, the names, ad 
dresses and depositions of witnesses and pris- 
onets, and the verdict given, are af in 
writing, at the disposal of auv{authority which 
chooses to ask for them. We need nave no 
talk of summary executions or shooting with- 
out trial. The statement that anv one saw 
fifty oreven ten b dies of men shot by our 
soldiers, unless during the bombardment, is 
a disgraceful fab:ication. In these records 
it will be found tbat many prisoners were 
chatged from spite, in some cases by Europe- 
ans. They were acquitted, and two Eu: opeans 
are at this moment in custody for perju:y. 
In one case a- European brought a charge 
against a native woman of baving stolen the 
property of a Greek with wnum she had 
formerly cohabited. ‘he evidence was care- 
fully sifted, and the disgraceful origin of the 
charge Was soon made apparent. The pris- 
oner Was acquitted, the accuser was com- 
| pelled to pay £7to ner, was bastinadoed and 
condemned to a year iu prison. He confess- 
ed the justice of the sentence. I have had 
some experienceof police and other trials. I 
say, Without reservation, thatI do not be- 
lieve any one man has been condemned to a 
punitbmenst waoich asingie European tribu- 
ual,even intime of peace, would consider 
severe. Now as Lo cases that 
have been before tnis exveriment- 
al court 1 have already yviven 
you details of nine. Three more were taken 
to-day. The tenth was for breaking into 
houses and violent!y assaulting a native po- 
liceman, The charge wax fully proved; the 
sentence was basttnado and five years’ penal 
servitude. The twelfth wus for breakin into 
houses only. Sentence—bastinado and one 
year. 

Ihave reserved the eleventh till last, be- 
cause it Was more important. Hassin el Ali 
was One of forty-one prisoners who were be- 
ing led off for trial on the charge of looting, 
when an ArabiJudge of tbe Court of Appeal-, 
Aly Rizs Pasha, honorabiy known to many 
of his European colleagues, caught sigbt of 
bim, He rushed inio the cruwd, denounced 
tue 4 man as an £=assassia abd 
insisted on his being tuaken Obe- 
fore. the court. He there deposed— 
quite unable to control the azony which the 
recoliection of the events that he and his wife 
had ‘wijpessed reinapired im him—that. the 
prisonemhad been, on the llthof June, the 
leader and instigator of thirty Arab boys, 
whom he had seen kiil thirteen persons, and 
that two the prisoner had killed with nis own 
band, under circumstances of such revolting 
ferocity that spare the Times the deiails. 
The witness, then, was an Arab, a Moslem of 
the h'ghest position, voluntary so far as his 
natural instincts went, involuntary so fa: 
that he could hardly bring himseif to repeat 
the details, and on this evidence the man was 
condemned by six Mosiems to be shoi—mak- 
ing the third condemned tothe capital pen- 
alty. I have just witnessed the execution of 
the criminal who was condemned to death 
by the court as mentioned in my previous 
telegram. Mv objectin being present was 
simply to observe the demeanor of the 
crowd atthe first public execution of an 
Arab, by Arab soldiers, upon the sentence of 
an Arab Court. 

As regards the execution itself, I will only 
say thatthe unrecessary delay, while the 
wretch stood by to see bis own grave dug, 
was somewhat revolting, though, possibiy, it 
increased the impressiveness of the example 
to thecrowd. That crowd consistea of some 
five hundred Arabs of al! classes, and among 
them perhaps fifty English and fifty other 
Europeans, nearly ali uuarmed. No English 
soldier wasin sight. Maj. French and a few 
others were present that they might be able 
to certify that the sentence had been carried 
out; but the only properly armed party were 
some ten , mustaphezin, or lo- 
cal police. Many ia the crowG 
were native merchants whom I knew. Their 
remarks exhibited natural pity for the man, 
but there was a genera! admission of the just- 
ice of the sentence. The scene of the punish- 
ment was the hill on which stands Pompey’s 
pillar. Among the throng of oniookeis were 
two other prisoners awaiting a flogging. I 
did not wait for more than the execution of 
the capital sentence, which was witnessed, I 
think, by the spectators with as much de- 
corum as would be observed on a simiiar oc- 
casionin England. Prior to the execution an 
Arab sheik, employed by the authorities, ex- 
horted the people to have no fear, adding that 
punishment was only for wrong-doers, aud 
quoting from the Koran that those who dealt 
death should suffer death.

Tne police find he bad awife and chiid in 
Brookiyn, and the lady teft there Monday 
evening for Princeton, she having iearned of 
ber husband’s bigamy. At the time of her 
departure she had not heard of his suicide. 
She will arrive in Princeton to-morrow,

‘*T have no opinion to express on that sub- 
jec , except tu say that should the Municipal 
Assembly see proper to place them under the 
control of the Health Department I will 
guarantee that they would be managed to the 
entire satisfaction of the citizens. Capt. } 
Ford states that the dumps are for the sole 
benefit-of the Health Devartment,and also 
that over fifty per cent of the entire dumpage 


is stable manure. Manifestiy this is 
a contradiction, for it amounts to 
saying that a great many others 


besides the Health Depar ment and the siop 
contractor have an interest in the dumps.’’ 

‘Has the Board of Health made any recom- 
mendation to the Assembly on this subject?” 

‘*Yes, sir. They recommended that there 
be five dumps—one in tbe vicinity of Bremen 
avenue, one at or near Mullanphy street, one 
in the neighborhood of Chouteau, one at the 
foot of Barton street and one in Carondelet— 
and that the streets ieadiag to the dumps 
should be put in good order; and if the loca- 
tion does slightly interfere with leased por- 
tions of the wharf, the Assembly ought to take 
the view that the mosf importaat object to be 
secured is the health of the city.”

Rec- 
ornizing the sad wrecks, the crimes, the 
sorrowsof women and the sufferings of the 
innocent that are caused directly by the 
abuse, and more remotely by the mere use, 
of intoxicating beverages, the Post D!s- 
PATCH profoundly sympathizes with those 
whose eagerness to protect the innocent suf 
ferers by this traffic wou!d justify the most 
heroic measures in dealing with it. 

We recognize aiso the fact that the Probi- 
bition movement is indebted for much of 
its @xtreme tendency, and for all of its new- 
found foree, tothe well known truth that 
the liquor men have, by their organization 
and political influence, Managed to nullify 
wholesome and just laws for the regulation 
of their business—laws which a proper re- 
Rpectfor the restraints of public opinion 
anda wiser regard for their own interests 
should haveimpelled them to obey. If it 
were merely a question between the pecu- 
niary interest of the liquor trade and the 
perpetuation of the evils and miseries liable 
to fowfromit, it would be like balancing 
cro-s against the heart’s blood of a large part 
of the human race, and it Would be the duty 
of society to stop, if it could, any 
business that necessarily debauches and 
Jegrades men and wrecks the hopes and 

ves of innocent families for profi:. 

But the barkeepers, the drunkards and 
criminals they make, and their families, are 
These 
are but asmali element comparatively. The 
rights of the great majority of mankind are 
involved in it, the imestitnable right of all to a 
system and wpolicy of government confin 
ed strictiy within the limits of a safé 
and wholesome exercise of power. In full 
view of alithe evils complained of, the ouly 
question Worth discus-ing is how best to cor- 
rect them or rather what can be done to cor- 
rect them without producing evils of 4 char-’ 
acter more barmful and general in thet: 
effects. Tuis is the only point of view from 
which the Post- DISPATCH cares to consider 
the liquor question. 

At the very th:eshold of this question we 
meetthe clamor of the Prohibitionists for 
Federal assistance wherever they obtain con- 
trol of a State. After enlisting in the work 
of absolute Prohibition every power of local 
self-government in wards, towns, townships, 
counties and States, its advocates must 
still call for more power or admit the failure 
and impracticablity of their policy. They 
said that local option was of littie or no 
avail in counties surrounded by other coun- 
ties tolerating the liquor traffic; that the de- 
moncould be exorcised only by covering 
every nook and corner of a Stake with the 
whole prohibitory power of the State gov- 
ernment. Having found this power also in- 
adequate to suppress the retail liquor traffic, 
not to mention the evils of intoxication by 
the private demijohn method, the leaders 
now propose to capture Congress, and, by 
an amendment to the Federai Constitution, 
enforced by appropriate legislation, they pro- 
pose to prevent the importation, manufac- 
ture or sale of any intoxicating beverages 
anywhere in the Union. 

This project is too utterly wild and vis- 
ionary for serious discussion, and the bare 
suggestion af such a remedy is an admission 
that absolute Prohibition must be referred 
to an after generation more favorable to cen- 
tralization and extreme paternalism in gov- 
ernment than the men of the present day. 
But, a8 absolute Prohibition is not practica, 
ble at present, why should the friends of 
temperance or of liquor traffic restriction 
drop the good thatis within their grasp to 
clutch at its delusively magnified shadow 
in the water? 

We believe that Missouri has the best sys- 
tem of laws yet framed on this subject, and 
that by educating the people up to the point 
of making the most of these laws the strong- 
est possible, as well as the most available, 
restraints can be placed on the liquor busi- 
ness. Our law severely punishes the selling 
of liquor without a license. The county 
courts can grant a license only on a petttion

It seems to us that these are better laws 
than those of Kansas for repressing the evils 
of the liquor traffic. If absolute Prohibition 
cannot be enforced by local option where the 
sentiment of the people is favorable, it is 
worse than useless to try it where the feeling 
and will of the community are overwhelm- 
ingly against it. If there is not feeling enough 
against the liquor traffic to enforce the excel- 
lent laws we now have, and to prevent licenses 
from being granted where they should not be, 
then there certainly is not enough feeling to 
prevent a Prohibition clause in the State Con- 
stitution from resulting in a more pernicious 
form of the liquor traftic than we now have. 
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FIivE years ago WILHELMINA ROUSSEAU 
lanvied in this country from the little town of 
Roubais, in Lower Belgium. She had been a 
beggar in Paris, was thirty-two years old, 
and had no capital to begin life with 1n a land 
of strangers but her club feet, her crippled 
hands, her crutches and a bright, winning 
look on the face that was a pleasant contrast 
to her deformed and diminutive body. Yet 
iast Friday WILHELMINA, neatly dressed and 
accompanied by a talented and very abusive 
parrot which has been the sole sharer of ber 
confidences and her domestic life ip this 
country, sailed for Europe with forty thou- 
sand dollars collected in five years—a pretty 
good business foracripple. “Ze newspapers 
and ze policomen make trouble wiz me,’’ she 
said. “I haveho peace. I have pienty. I go 
home to Roubais to my old mother and father 
I be very happy there.” It seems that the 
vicious chari'y of our people became a bur- 
den to WILHELMINA. It continually inter- 
fered with her business, until at iast she 
abandoned an income of $8,000 a year rather 
than endure any longer her struggle against 
the meddlesome benevelence that could not 
understand » hat a good thing she had. Good 
old PETER COOPER drove her out of New 
York, where she was doing very well, leaning 
on her crutches, attracting witn her pleasant, 
cheerfu! look the attention of ladies and girls 
on their shopping tours, till the old philan 
thropist espied ber and began to insist ov 
providisg her with abome. Fleeing away to 
Philadelphia to escape his attentions, she 
found an equaliv profitable stand in front of 
W aANAMAKER’S, till tbe iadies took so much 
interestin her that she began to be perse- 
cuted with projects for her welfare. Officers 
of charitabie Axsocialions became the terror 
ofher life. Her struggle against them finally 
attracted the attention of the press, and then 
detectives and police got after her with war- 
rants commitments, Somehow § she 
manageag to beat themin every encounter, 
and once was rescured from their clutches 
bya mob. The taw could not take cog- 
nizanee of her mute appeals, and she con-

WARDEN WILLIS, of the Missouri Peni- 
tentiary, if a very good and humane man 
and we believe that if he could have his own 
unrestricted way la the management of the 
prison a different state of affairs would soon 
exist. It is possible that our present system 
is slowly improving and that there is less 
brute force used now than there was ten 
years ago. It is claimed that among our con- 
victs we have a very large percentage of 
coaree, illiterate field hande, who have never 
known anything of duty save that knowledge 
inspired by fear, and it is believed that 
nothing short of the whipging-post will keep 
them up to prison discipline. There may be 
something inthis theory, but the fact that 
men have been brutalized is no reason why 
the State should add further to their degra- 
dation. There is no man in the world who 
cannot be reached by kindnessiniime. The 
moment his savage nature is met by brutality, 
that very moment the brutein him assumes 
dominion. Our Penitentiary is supposed to 
be reformatory as well as punitory, but the 
keepers at Jefferson City have largely lost 
sight of this theory. The prime fault 
of our system is that the officers in charge of 
the prison are expected to make the institu- 
tion self-sustaining. “Make money” is the 
only order they have from the liberal-minded 
gentlemen who constitute the Legislature. To 
this end the concern is now run like a cooley 
plantation. A man is valuable only ip pro- 
portion to his ability to perform manual 
labor. When he revolts in any way he is 
treated precisely as human brutes treat balky 
horses. Ifthe managers of the prison were 
not themselves driven to make the institution 
self-sustaining they might find time in which 
vo administer to the moral crookedness of the 
unfortunates under their charge. Let us nope 
that the improvement which Warden Wuuis 
has noted in his time will continue until our 
prison will cease to be a reproach to the State 
and the cry of the released convict for yen- 
geance will be heard no more in the land. Ao

the following instructive comment:

panies nave succeeded in wvintaining their 
cash aseets Only by borrowing money to meet 
losses; that, during the year, the ability of 
the companies to meet tnese liabdiities has 
been decreaseu to the extént of $370,865 31; 
thut, ifthe same course of management be 
pursued, this ciass Of liabilities must be large 
iy increased: and tnat they have made assess- 
ments of doubtfui legality upon the premium 
notes of their members, to the amount of $31,- 
458 08, to pay the interest on borrowed* money 
—a cebt certauiniy not contempiated by the as- 
sured atthe time the contracts were made 
with the cumpany.

A TRIPLE TRAGEDY. 


A German Family Murdered in the 
Night tor Money. 
Evansville (Ind.) Special to Chicago Times. 

One uf the must horrible tragedies thie city 
bas Known for many a day was that which 
was discovered in Bolytown road, just beyoud 
Saitwell Park, this morning. The atrocity 
was Committed about 5:30 p. m., but it epread 
al! over the city like wildfire, and by 10 o’clock 
was OD aimost every iip. Frank sSteuber, 
driver of « beer wagon, called at the saloon 
of Alex. Wieber, on the corner of Maryland 
strect aud Saltwell road and St. Joseph’s av- 
ei ue, for the purpose of delivering Wieber 
beer for his Sunday custom. The front door 
of the \house was open. Waiking into 
the saloon, which occupies the front 
room, he catled for Wieber. There 
was no response, and seeing everything 
in the saloon in a very disorderly con- 
diiion, he penetrated farther into the house. 
In the saloon, the bedroom and the kiichen 
the CUrains were down, and the only light 
wa-fromadoor opening into the bar and 
from the kitchen. Sreuber stepped to the 
bed and saweihere a mvs: vorrible sight. The 
head of the bed was tuxcard the front of the 
house, and on the St. Joseph’s avenue side. 
Mr. Wieber lay on the outside of the bed 
uvon his left side. The right side and back 
of his head were crushed in, and across bis 
‘hnroat was a horrib’e gasb, from which the 
life viood had flowed, taking its gory way 
over the bed and flour.

sho sometimes frequeat his saloon, and they 
murdered bim forit. Thatis one the ry aud 
backed up by footprints of three men in the 
just in tbe road and around the house. An- 
other is that the owner of the property, Geo. 
Leonard, ho has *been endeavoring to get 
Weiber to move for some time, did the deed, 
and he is now under arrest. The Times cor- 
respondent could not get close enough to in- 
‘erview him. ‘Tracks of three men were seen 
with boots or shees, and one 
‘n egtockiue feet. When arrested Leonard 
was in stocking feet, and a str ng 
suspicion is against him. He had blood on 
him, aid was io the act of washing. Otber 
syrests on Suspicionfhave been made since. 
Weiber was doing a good business, and this 
peightenped the impression that he had 
money. The belief that be had money spread 
abroad, and, together witb the isolated situa- 
tion of the piace, undoubtedly suggested the 
crime to some fiend, who imagined that the 
result of his thrift and savings were keptin 
the house. This is the second tragedy 
in the same house. In 1865 afamily of five 
were murdered for the purpose of robbery. 
The littie = boy was discovered 
in ths kitchen lying on his 
vack with his hands raised as if ap- 
pealing for mercy, while terror and a wild 
expression of fear overspread his face. A 
»notograph of his eyes was taken this morn- 
ing underthe old. opinion that the face aod 
igure of the murder would be seen upon the 
upils, Dut without satisfactory result. 
Leonard is a small German with an imperfect 
knowledge of English. He was interviewed 
ia jail this afiernoun by the Times corre- 
spondent, but po art of the officers or re- 
porter could induce himtoadmit that he 
was found by the officers ta bed, and he says 
he went to bed at7 o’clock last night. His 
wife said he was out of bed during the night, 
but subsequentiv denied the statement. He 
was takev tothe room where the bodies lie, 
and turned extremely pale, trembling vio- 
ieatiy. Hesworeto bis innocence in jail. 
He was shown the hatchet used in the com- 
mission of the tragedy. His manifestation of 
fear was Violent, aud his declaration that he 
had vever seen it before as vehement as had 
been his declaration of innecence. Three 
ethers have been arrested.
